November Criminal 
Court convened 


Monday morning and was followed by 
session of civil court to close up as far as 
possible all cases over which Judge Yerkes 
has presided. A courtesy appreciated by 
all who witnessed it was an invitation 
from Judge Jerke* to Judge-elect Stout 
to occupy a seat on the bench when court 
convened, which 
Mr. Stout accepted. 


Prothonotary-elect 
Atkinson was 
also 


present and was seated with Prothonotary 
John S. King. There were only eleven 
criminal cases marked for trial. 
The 


court handed down two opinions. In one 
exceptions were dismissed and report of 
viewers confirmed In the case of Lawls A. 
Howell against the borough of Morrisville. 
Damages growing out of the vacation of 
certain streets had been awarded by the 
viewers, to which exceptions were filed. 
The Court ordered and decreed that the 
report of the viewers be'modified and re- 
formed, ao as to make the finding of 
damages standing in the name of William 
G. Howell, administrator of the estate of 
George Wright, deceased, to stand in 
favor of the neirs of said George Wright, 
deceased, and that the exceptions be dis- 
missed and the report confirmed. The

Charles H. Moon, of Middletown, was 


appointed foreman of the Grand Jury. 
The following cases were tried: 


William Johnson, colored, was acquitted 


of the charge of assault and battery and 
costs were imposed on Joseph Ornmmer, 
the prosecutor. 


Patrick Cleary, charged with assault 


and surety, was acquitted of the charge, 
which had 
neen preferred by Albert 


Bevan, of Corn wells, 
who alleged that 


Oleary had accosted him in the road order- 
ing him to "mere on while Cleary held 
bis hand in hie pocket in a suspicious 
manner that suggested concealed weapons. 
The prosecution was abandoned but costs 
were placed on the defendant. 


A rather interesting discussion took 


place when the next case was called, that 
of Albert Wodock, of Doylestown. Wodock 
was charged with having attempted to en- 
tice a little girl to follow him, the techni- 
cal charge being assault 
He was tried at 


last term but the jury could not agree. 
On this occasion bis former 
counsel, 


Henry A. James, Esq., did not appear. 
Wodock and bis father stated that Mr. 
James had been paid to defend the former 
which statement 
was denied by Mr. 


James, who averred that Wodock refused 
to pay for his services at the second trial. 
Thereupon the trial proceeded without 
counsel foe the defendant. 
Wodock was 


acquitted but costs were imposed. 


Daniel Shields, arrested in Bristol, and 


Henry Mack, arrested in Perkasie, were 
sent to the county jail for vagrancy. 
Shields was convicted by a jury and got 
seven months, and Mack pleaded guilty 
and got eight months. 


Antonio Padris waa sent to the county 


jail for three years on the charge of 
assault preferred by Mrs. Agnes Harris, of 
lard ley. 


George Lewis, colored, was cent to jail 


for a month for raising a rumpus at the 
Rocky Ridge Hotel. James J. Collins, 
proprietor of the hotel, and the prosecutor 
in the care, had the costs imposed upon 
him in an assault and battery charge 
ignored by the Grand Jury. 


The 'first ease in the Books County 


Court charging violation of the automo- 
bile act drafted by Senator Grim wai then 
called. The defendant waa John Nadig,

schools are the institutions that reach 
humanity in the largest numbers, before 
habits are formed, and at an age when the 
mind is as wax to receive and granite to 
retain. 
Modern 
science has revealed 


warning truths concerning tbe nature and 
effects of alcoholic drinks and other nar- 
cotics. The public schools are the Insti- 
tutions for the rapid and universal dis- 
semination of such truth, therefore the 
laws of tbe entire country demands its 
teaching in connection with the study of 
general hygiene, and enough physiology 
to make it intelligent. It Is an axiom in 
education that whatever we would have 
appear in the character of tbe citizen 
must be woven into that character in the 
schools. As the success or failure of evnry 
student in life will largely depend upon 
tbe condition of his body, can we over- 
estimate the importance of teaching our 
children how to care for it? It Is pro- 
posed to hold a parlor meeting sometime 
this winter for further consideration of 
this Important subject. The next meeting 
of tbe Union will be held at the home of 
Mrs. Richard Clayton on December 2d.

was near. But the good women conceived 
the notion that while total abstinence had 
been a failure everywhere else, they could 
make it succeed in thn army.

The soldiers naturally resented an 
interference which was not only unwise, 
but must be resarded as bordering on tbe 
impertinent.

Plain Road Facts. 


Tbe question of taking advantage of the 


state appropriation for road improvement 
la a live topic in every township nf the 
state. Skippack recently had a meeting 
of its citizens and from the tenor of tbe 
remarks made by some persons, it is evi- 
dent that the plan of the Sproul-Roberts 
Road bill is not understood. To correct 
any wrong impression Senator Roberts in 
a lengthy addrese in the Skippack Tran- 
acript covers tho ground ao fully that all 
doubt should be removed, not only in the 
township of Skipppack but in every other 
district of thu county as wall, 
' There is 


not a single township in our county which 
could not, without raising its present tax 
rate, enjoy the privileges of this new road 
law aud construct at least a bait mile, if 
not a mile, a year of first-class macada- 
mized road," says Mr. Roberts. "The 
difficulty is, that we have gone along for 
such a long time, seeing quantities of 
money wasted carelessly by maintaining 
or endeavoring to maintain mud roads 
that we have become accustomed every 
year to see thousands of dollars wasted in 
shoveling a lot of mud upon the centre of 
the road which is quickly washed off by 
the rain leaving the last state of the road 
worse than the first. If the supervisors 
would take half their present -avenues 
from taxation, 
and use that amount 


judiciously to repair dangerous places, 
and open the ditches only where neoes- 


ry, keep their bridges in repair and 


take the other half and use that for some 
purpose which will be a lasting benefit to 
the township, such as the construction of 
a good macadam road, the result in tbe 
country districts would be an enormous 
benefit in more ways than one. Take for 
example the township of Skippack, which 
according to reports spends the large sum 
of $3359.90 annually in maintaining Its 
dirt roads. If it would set aside the small 
proportion of $400 yearly, apply for the 
benefits of the new road law, tbe result 
would be that $2000 more money would 
be brought into tbe township from the 
state and county, which would not only 
result in thu construction of a fine piece 
of macadamized road, upon which the 
farmers could haul at all seasons of the 
year a load of 2200 pounds for the same 
amount of expense which be now requires 
to haul 1200. He could naul 100 bushels 
of wheat a mll« for twenty cents, which 
now costs him a dollar, the value of bis 
farm land would increase, because with- 
out exception the value of land has in- 
creased Iq every township in our oonnty 
where good roads have been constructed, 
not to speak of tbe amount of solid com- 
fort that would be enjoyed."

makers, pf the butchers, of the watch- 
makers, of the sllli merchants, of the 
•A-lue sellers anil so on. 
There was 


i-vcn the street of tlie coffin makers. 
Many of these old names still exist, 


i hough the caste-like character of the 
street* has somewhat changed. One of 
the most fashionable streets of tbe city 
is riiitcioa, the street of the silver- 
smiths. 
E\en today there are more 


jewelry shops on tills stieet than any 
other kind of business, and here gtlll 
ire to be found tlie most fashionable 
Jewelry nml art euno stores of the city. 


The street of the cotbu makers still 


exists nnd is now very appropriately 
known as the Street ot Death. It Is a 
narrow lane, running the length of 
only one block. 


Clnco de Mayo (oth of May) street 


was named In commemoration of the 
declshc advantage gained by Mexican 
troops over the French, which took 
place upon that date. This naming of 
streets, parks and public places after 
tlnt("» is (omiuon in Spanish countries. 


One end of Clnco de Mayo street en 


tors the Xocalo, tlie principal square of 
the city. Tlie Xocalo has seen many 
historic happenings. There In olden 
times was the great temple of the Az- 
tecs, which was, with its accompanying 
base or pyramid, larger than St. Pe- 
ter's nt Home, the largest church build- 
ing In the world There, too, was the 
palace of Montcxuma, in fact, two pal- 
aces, both noted, one the old, In which 
were quartered Cortez and his officers, 
a building whose vast size excited the 
admiration ot even the Spaniards them- 
selves, used as they were to tbe vast 
structures of tbe Moors of their day 
which still existed in Spain In all their 
splendor. 


On the Zoealo, too. is the Cathedral 


of Mexico, the third largest church 
building In the world, which occupied 
100 jcars In building On this public 
square the lonimon people believed for 
a long time th.tt the ghost of tbe unfor- 
tunate Aztec emperor. Montezuina 
wandered at night lamenting tbe loss of 
elliptic iind the destruction of his peo- 
ple. KM-II today the humbler folk be 
lievc that a tunnel connects tbe cathe 
dral with the castle of Chapultepec, the 
presidential residence, three and a hall 
miles away, .it the end of tbe I'aseo de 
la Uetonua. one of the finest and no 
blest public drhcs in the world. 


One of the historic streets of Mexico 


is JIarUcala. This faces tbe north side 
of tbe Alaujeda, the largest and most 
fashionabie'park of the city. It was 
along this street that the army of Cor- 
tez. the great conqueror of Mexico, 
passed on the "dismal night" when be 
was driven from the city by the Aztecs. 
On this street, too, occurred some of 
the most desperate fighting on that ter- 
rible night. There the Spaniards were 
able to do nothing against tbe tiger-like 
ferocity and fanaticism of the Aztecs. 


On tbe opposite side of the Alameda 


is Avenlda Juntez. named after the 
great Mexican reformer, who bad freed 
the country from the grinding rule of 
the church. This Is a wide, well paved 
street aud on .account of its width and 
Its central location is the scene of all 
the public processions, especially those 
of a ci\ ic character. This street Is a 
continuation of the great public drive, 
the Paseo de la Reforma. 


Many of the streets have very curious 


names. For instance, there are the 
Street of tbe Lost Child, the Street of 
Peace, the Street of the Arts, that of 
the Wood Owls, the Deer, Sorrow, the 
Sod Indian, the Holy Ghost, of Christ, 
of Jesus, of tbe Sanctified Virgin, of the 
Purified Virgin, of Death and the Lane 
of the Kat. All of these have stories 
connected with them. Many of the 
streets have mimes that sound impious 
to northern ears. But there Is no more 
thought of Impiety in naming them 
than there Is in calling a boy Jesus. The 
Street of tbe Holy Ghost was original- 
ly the Street of the Church of the Holy 
Ghost 
So on with tlie other streets 


bearing sacred names. This curious. In- 
congruous use of sacred names is to be 
frequently noted in Mexico 


The streets of Mexico commemorate 


the names of many famous rulers. They 
also record the names of desperate 
characters. There is the Street of Don 
Juan Manuel, who committed murder 
In defense of his own honor, which he 
believed his wife had trifled idtb. Re- 
port says that tbe house where he lived 
was haunted and for very many years 
r remained empty because no one 
dared to live in It. 


There Is also tbe Street of the Raven, 


where It Is said there lived an old man 
who had sold his soul to the devil. Here 
he lived with a raven which the com- 
mon people believed was the rtevil In 
disguise. One day the old man and the 
bird disappeared in the course of a ter- 
rible thunderstorm, leaving behind 
them only a few feathers and a sus- 
picious smell of brimstone. So tbe street 
was called after the raven because the 
people did not wish to take the name ol 
the devil In vain.—Modern Mexico.

Famous Duel In tbe Dar* of Good 


Queen Anne. 


In the reign of good Queen Anne 


duels were no less frequent than in 
:he rowdy, riotous days of Charles IL 
Lord Mohuu, a dissolute, remorseless I 
nobleman, was the terror of honest 
London citizens at this time, and 
many were the infamous escapades In 
which he played chief character. He 
whs guilty of one act which bears no 
other name than that of murder—the 
killing of poor Mountford, the actor, 
hi cold blood because he endeavored to 
protect the honor of Mrs. Bracegirdle, 
the famous and beautiful actress. It 
was Lord Mohun who fought and kill- 
ed the Duke of Hamilton, an affair 
which all will remember who have 
read Thackeray's great novel, "Es- 
mond." 


The duel was fought with swords in 
lyde park, the challenge having been 
sent by Mobun to the duke, who bad, 
with perfect accuracy, stated that one 
of Mohun's creatures "had neither 
truth nor justice in him." The Duke 
of Hamilton received a wound In the 
right side of the leg about seven Inches 
ong, another in the right arm, a third 
n the upper part of tbe breast, run- 
ning downward toward the body; a 
fourth on the outside of the left leg. 


Lord Mohun himself was mortally 


wounded, receiving a large wound to 
the groin, another in the right side 
through the body, in which tbe sword 
plunged right up to the hilt, and a 
third in bis arm. There is no doubt 
he rightly deserved his death, because, 
departing from the rules of fence 
among men of honor, he shortened his 
sword, thrust under his opponent's 
guard and stabbed tbe duke in the 
manner of a common assassin.

The jaost famous Philippine volcano 


and one of the finest volcano cones In 
the world Is that of Mayon. , Its height 
Is 8,070 feet, and the volcano is visible 
at a great distance. Since 1700 records 
have been kept of Its eruptions. 
In 


that year many plantations and vil- 
lages were buried under a stream of 
lava which flowed down its eastern 
slope. About 1,200 lives were lost in 
the eruption of 1814, which burled the 
country around a part of the base of 
Mayon under the outpourings of lava 


Waited One* Net Uncle 


Over a Million • Year. 


An experienced clerk In a branch 


post office uptown says that Uncle Sam 
is in pocket every _year more than 
fl,000,000 by purchase of postage 
stamps which never are used. 


"How many stamps," he says, "do 


you lose through carrying them care- 
lessly In your pockets and fishing them 
out again glued together and useless? 
How many do you put in a corner of 
your pocket book, finding them again 
months later looking like anything but 
postage stamps? 
Of course nobody 


ever thinks of sending such stamps In 
for redemption. Suppose the waste I 
am speaking of averaged 20 cents 
annually for each business man. The 
total would be enormous. 


"Hot weather was a great revenue 


maker for the government before tbe 
little oiled books came In;- but many 
persons lose their books, and the aver- 
age is about the same. Some persons 
actually come back to tbe stamp win- 
dow and ask If lost stamp books can 
be traced, like bank books. Another 
way In which Uncle Sam gains is 
through tradesmen sending out letters 
Inclosing stamped addressed envelopes 
for replies, which in the majority of 
cases are never used. 


"Some business houses collect such 


envelopes and redeem them, but few 
take the trouble to do this. Think of 
the thousands of return postal cards, 
too, that are never used. Lots of per- 
sons are careless of putting stamps on 
letters or papers, and they fall off. 
Then the matter Is held up for double 
postage on the other end of the line. 


"A great many persons put on too 


much postage. They slap two two-cent 
stamps on a letter that would have 
gone for 2 cents, It is amazing how 
little 
information 
usually well In- 


formed persons have about different 
classes of mail matter. The pay for 
it, too, and pay well. The beauty of 
our postal system is that the govern- 
ment gets the benefit of all mistakes."
